REOPENING A FAMOUS CASK. 

Alleged Subordination «»f Perju- 
ry in iluc Loudon I.ilM'l Suii of 
UHl vs. Lu\vcs--IC<>|>orl«'<! <'osi 
spiracy to ICoba \v«>aliliy ."!S;so. 



London, Jan, 15. — Intorcst in Lit e 
fnnios Belt-Lawes libel caso was sutl- 
denly revived today in n most sen.su- 
tional manner. After occupying the 
highest courts of England for morn 
than two years, it is now charged that 
the whole case was based upon perjury 
and a conspiracy on the part of certain 
speculations in art to obtain heavy 
damages against a man who was sup- 
posed to bo wealthy". 

The original libel suit, by Richard 
Claude Belt against Onirics Benuelt 
Lawes, was before the Court of Queen's 
Bench in December, ISS'J. Both the 
plaintiff and defendant arc sculptors. 
Belt had been a pupil of Lawes until 
1875, when he established it studio of 
his own. He achieved considerable suc- 
cess; but in ISS'J a long article ap- 
peared in Vanity Fair, in which it was 
charged that the works which he sold 
as his own were not modeled by him, 
but were the productions of two Bkil 
ful but unknown sculptors named 
5 Brock and Verheyden, ono or the oilier 
of whom was always concealed behind 
tx curtain in his studio. 

Mr. Lawes made, himself responsible 
for this article by sending it in the 
Lord Mayor inclosed in a letter in 
which he sought to prevent Me. Bell 
from obtaining certain coin miss ions 
about to be awarded by the cor porn 
tion of London. Mr. licit thereupon 
sued Mr. Lawes for libel. The trial oc 
cupied forty-three days, and the jury 
awarded Mr. Belt $2."),000 damages. 
This was tin; longest, trial and the larg 
est award in the history of libel suits 
in Euglend. 

Mr. Lawes appeared, ami, after ike 
lapse of nearly a year, the 6'fHirt of Ap 
peal decided, on Dec. 15, I8S;$, that a 
now trial must be had unless Mr. Bell 
would consent to a reduction of tin; 
damages from $25,000 to §5,001). Mr. 
Belt agreed to this reduction, but Mr. 
Lawes refused to acquiesce, saying I hai 
lie must be compelled to pay the whole 
amount or nothing. The rase was re 
opened, another tedious argument en- 
sued, and in March 1884, tli' Court of 
Appeal reaffirmed the origional verdict 
of §25,000 and costs against, Mr. Law 
es, an 1 refused to allow a new trull. 

The costs on both sides had Keen en 
orruous. Those of the plaintiff were 
§25,000 and t he expenses of the de 
fenee amounted to §35,000, so that, 
with the §25,000 damages, Mr. I. awes 
found himself confronted with a bill of 
§85,00'). His father was a rich inantl 
facturer and the head of the Lawes 
Chemical Manure company, but he re 
fused to come to his son's relief, saying 
that he believed the whole proceedings j 
was a black-mail conspiracy. 

Charles Lawes ofl'i-red lo pay Mi- 
Belt the $25,000 damages, providod 
that each party should pay his men 
costs. This oiler was refused. Then Mr. 
Lawes declared that he was utterly un 
able to satisfy the, judgment and tiled a 
petition in bankruptcy. In his schedule 
he swore that his debts were §L25,000 
and his assets §1,050. 

Thu most sensational incident t if lln- 
wholc case occurred to day in the pro 
ceedings before the Bankruptcy Court. 
A Mr. "• Soltotz hud been one of the 
principal Wt'CnnaKPH for Mr. Bell in the 
trial of the libel suit. To-day the coun 



es. The confession details the manner 
in which Mr. Belt fooled the public 
and deceived the court and jury as to 
his ability as a sculptor, and describes 
how he secured the false testimony 
given on the trial. The confession says 
that Mr. Belt proposed that Mr. Scliotz 
should shoot himself in such away as 
to cause a slight wound, and should 
then charge Mr. Verheyden, the chief 
witness for Mr. Loves, with an at 
tempt to murdci him, This Mr. tichotz 
refused to do. 

The le ading of the confession was 
eargely listened toby a. crowd which 
packed i he court room, and it has be- 
come almost the sole topic in legal and 
artistic eireles. The court promptly or- 
dered the discharge in bankruptcy of 
Mr, Lawes, and he now proposes to 
apply for a reversal of the verdict, lie 
will also demand that the government 
prosecute .Messrs, Belt, Hholz and cur 
lice for conspiracy and subordination 
of pel jury. N. Y. San.

People Killed and Houses 
Swept Away. 

London, Jan. 19. — Despatches from 
the Continent describe an enormous 
snow slide in the mountain province 
of C'arinthia, in Southern Austria, 
which overwhelmed in an instant the 
city of lvlagenfurt lying under the Al- 
pine foothills. The snow-fall has been 
unuasually heavy this winter, but no 
damage was anticipated until the mid- 
dle of last week, wdien slight earth- 
quake shocks were reported at various 
points in the Carnic Alps. Then there 
'was anxiety in lvlagenfurt, not merely 
because the earthquake might visit 
them, but because a slight vibration of 
the mountain would start an avalanche 
that ini«ht wreck the old historic town. 
Yesle .day morning, when the worship- 
pers were on their way to the cathedral 
ti heavy rumbling was heard far upon 
the mountains. A glance upward from 
the city showed the snow clad surface 
in billowy motion, ami in less than 
three minutes 

Till-: A VALANCII K 
came with a crash and roar in the out 
skirts of the town, burying some hous- 
es thirty feet deep in tin 1 snow, and 
sweeping the light structures before it 
likestraw . Partiesof men atonce rushed 
to the rescue of theoverwhehnedeitizens. 
On the upper slope it was found that 
many inhabitants swept away. 

TWENTY- FI VIC 00 li 1'S KS 
were discovered, some of them stripped 
of every article of clothes and horri- 
bly mangled. Nearly a hundred per- 
sons were found suffering from con- 
tused wounds ami scratches anil help- 
less unhcr the beams and snow. Lower 
down the work of digging out the vie 
tints was begun and curried on with 
vigor. Many were rescued. Many affirm 
that an earthquake shock was felt hut 
it is said the fall of such a mass of 
would account for any vibrations felt. 
Many residents of the place are mis- 
sing, and it is believed that they are 
HU1UKD BENEATH TIIK SNOW, 

in addition to the twenty-five already 
known to be killed. The city author- 
ities are exerting themselves vigorous- 
ly as to ascertain the fate of the mis- 
sing people. Three thousand men arc 
digging through the snow to recover 
the bodies of the deatl and rescue the 
imprisoned.

MET LA KA UTI.A. 

Tho Metlaknhtla troubles hava at last 
reached tho house and have been partly 
diacuaaed. Tho debate, 8u far aa it hua 
yono, ia remarkable chiefly for tho 
ferocious attack of the member for Cas- 
saiar on Mr. Duncan and the Metho- 
dist missionaries who have devoted their 
lives to tho causo of reclaiming tho In- 
dians. Tho result of the teachings of 
those missionaries, Mr. Grant said, was 
such that white men in the district live in 
u state of dread lest the Indians should 
assail them. Tho country has listened to 
tho same sort of talk ever since Bishop 
Ridley landed on the coast and en- 
deavored to undo the good which Mr. 
Duncan, during 2b years of unwearying 
and devoted labor, has effected among the 
native tribes. VV'hou Air. Duncan es- 
tablished his mission there tho natives 
wore Iahmaelites and cannibals. To-day 
there is not a bettor behaved community 
■ — Indian or white — on tho face of the 
globe, in spite of the testimony of the 
bishop's adherents taken by the commis- 
sion. The men and women are virtuous, 
industrious and tioilfearin". Several im- 
portant industries are inactive operation 
there. Churches, schools, and workshops 
are supported and sustained within the 
Community are all the elements of a well- 
governed white village. L ird Duf- 
torin visited tho place in 1870 and was so 
charmed with the condition of things he 
saw there that on his return he expressed 
his admiration in a public address deliv- 
ered at Government House. Many other 
travelers have been struck with the 
neatness, industry, thrift and sobriety of 
the Metlakahtlans anil have not hesitat 
ed tn publish their impressions. The 
member for Cassia r intimated that the In- 
diana under tho control of the mis 
sionaries condone the Veoin.ms murder. 
This statement does not tally with -in 
fact, is entirely disproved by the report ol 
Mr. Elliott and Superiiitendant lloycroft 
who. arrested the man who killed 
Yeomans. They secured every 
assistance from the Indians and 
missionaries at the Methodist mis- 
sion; they were provided with 
guides and packers and went into the 
midst of tho tribe to which the murderer 
belongs and took him nut m broad day 
light. Does this look as if the mission 
Indians condoned Ah Aht's terrible; crime/ 
Some persons would be apt to think from 
Mr. Grant's remarks that Yeomans was 
murdered by a mission Indian. His life 
was taken by a member of an uncivilized 
tribe— men who had rejected the gospel 
and refused to come under the care and 
instruction of the missionaries. Had Ah 
Aht belonged f o the mission he would 
have known better than to destroy the 
man whom he wrongly believed had been 
instrumental in tin; death of his son. Mr. 
Grant's attack is not supported by the 
evidence and is inexcusable. The mis 
sionaries have done and are doing a great 
good among the Indians and the assertion 
ttiat minder was condoned by the latter 
deserves to rank with the Munchall 
Ben ism that Bishop liidley had been fired 
at when the fact was an amorous 
youth tossed a bullet through his girl's 
window to attract her attention! The 
Metlakahtla question is a grave one; but 
not nearly so grave as those who aro bent 
on destroying tho fruits of Mr. Duncan's 
and Mr. Crosby's labors try to make the 
government and people believe. More 
than halt the stories told are the offspring 
of fertile imaginations; and the truth or 
falsity of the. remainder should form the 
subject of an inquiry by the Dominion 
and not the provincial government. We 
have neither sympathy with the warlike 
proposition of the commissioners nor the 
war-whoop of the member for Cassiar. 
The province, though indirectly concerned, 
lias nothing directly to do with the Metla 
kahtla affair. It is clearly Dominion busi- 
ness, from first to last, and all the trouble 
arises from Dominion mismanagement, 
through its local Indian department and 
tho land commission. The Indian settle- 
ment at Metlakahtla was vested at con- 
federation in the Dominion government, 
and a portion of that settlement, namely, 
the two acres, which are half of the vil- 
lage site, has been in their hands as a 
special trust. Whether as trustees for the 
whole, or as special trustees for the part, 
that government ha ve had control of the 
whole place. Except to adminster justice, 
the province has no right to interfere at 
Metlakaht'a at all. The necessity for 
provincial interference does not appear in 
the evidence. There have been two or 
three trilling assault cases which justice 
has dealt with. The removal of the 
buddings, about which such a hubbub was 
raised, was done under legal advice from 
Victoria, and it is stated that these build- 
ings belonged to the Indians. Iiut if the 
nreenrmmerca — i/i»,*ii»«>o»Jji, nonce.rned with 
much concerned by the disturbing effect 
of continual disputes there upon other In- 
dians who misapprehend the facts, and 
under some vague conception that the 
provincial government and the Indians 
generally are at loggerheads are em- 
boldened in their attitude towards stray 
miners, lumbermen or travelers. This is 
where tho Dominion pinches the province 
moat severely, making it impossible for 
the provincial government to remain 
inert. The Dominion government, it is 
m'ul, refuses to recognize the defaults ol 
their officials, and persists in allowing the 
whole matter "to stew in its own gravy." 
This raises a very important question. 
What is the province to do under such 
ciro ^instances, when the Dominion ma- 
chinery, interlocked K.s it in with our own, 
lias utterly broken down, and they refil.se 
to repair it? The commissioners give the 
following answer to this question: - 'If 

the Dominion govor cut can't or won't 

do their duty, hand the work over to tho 
provincial government;", which of course 
will not be done, and so the matter drags 



ed was admirable. After despatching the 
German man-of-war Elizabeth to the Pacific, 
Prince Bismarck sent orders to the German 
embassy in Loudon to ascertain if these 
islands \yeru entered at the English colonial 
office as belonging n, the J.ritish possessions. 
On October Itith the German representative 
called unexpectedly on Lord Granville in 
order to make direct enquiry. Neither New 
Britain nor New Ireland were found on 
tho list. British sovereignity w as claimed 
for certain points along the south coast of 
New Guinea, and that was all. Without 
delay the Gorman representative informed 
Lord Granville personally of the intention 
of Germany to occupy these Islands, 
recognizing however, British priority re- 
garding the south coast of New Guinea. 
On October 20th, in a friendly conversa- 
tion at the London foreign ollice, the 
German and English representatives 
agreed upon tho limits of the respective 
occupations of this enormous island. 
German traders have been settled in these 
islands for some time, a large factory be- 
ing established on one of them. Though 
the now colonies may not have much in- 
fluence upon German commerce at pies 
out, they may, m time, become very 
important possessions. They are rich in 
tropical productions, and are provided 
with numerous natural harbors.

With his usual /iri/i/.'/irV he has 
thought proper publicly to attack the 
character and reputation of the llevs. 
Messrs Crosby, Oreeu and Woods, three 
esteemed missionaries, "tho latchet of 
whose shoes he is not worthy to stoop 
down and unloose." His action in thus 
attacking the reputation of these gentle 
men on the floor of tho house (where they 
were not in a position to defend ihem 
selves) Will/, and I have no dollbl ilm *, 
appear to him as tin' highest manifesta- 
tion of the most iittrei-itl hnirerif, far, far 
outdistancing, in this respect, his attack 
last session on the professional character 
of Mr. Theo. Davie. To Borne of your 
ruiiilers, however, it presents a very differ 
cut aspect. Mr. Grant does nut eon 
descend to furnish a particle of evidence 
upon which he founds Ins cowardly at- 
tack.

Mr. Dingwall said that like other honor- 
able gentlemen he thought the main mover 
in the disturbance was Mr. Duncan. The 
speaker cited several personal experiences 
with that wont Ionian in Ids arbitrary rule in 
the Indian country. He hoped that very 
strong measures would be taken to protect 
the miners and fishermen on Ihe northwest 
coast. 

Mr. Grant said that the Indians bad last 
summer at Lome ("reek demanded §5 each 
from the miners, and had threatened the 
use of arms if not acceded to. The In- 
dians showed a hostile attitude, and deci- 
sive steps should be taken ill the matter. 

Mr. Drake said he put the resolution be- 
fore the bouse (or the purpose of provoking 
discussion, and he would be very glad to 
have the resolution altered to cover tho 
whole question. 

Mr. Ilelgesen said he had knowu that 
Mr. Duncan had always ruled the north- 
west coast with an arbitrary hand. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said it was ridiculous to 
blame Mr. Duncan for all the trouble. He 
trusted that lion, gentlemen from the out- 
set would not direct their attacks on Mr. 
Duncan, to whom they were indebted for 
a great deal of good among Ihe Indians. 

Mr. 1'ooley said that if the hon. gentle- 
man from Nanaiiuo had read the evidence 
of the commission carefully he would not 
have spoken as he did. He bad thoroughly 
read the evidence, and bethought the ques- 
tion before the house was tho protection of 
the miners. 1 le considered the whole cause 
of the trouble was the teachings of Mr. 
Duncan to Ihe Indians. ( Hear, hear) . Mr. 
Duncan declined to answer questions be- 
cause. as be itated, be would criminate him- 
self. The answer was not that of an honest 
man or one who felt in his heart innocent 
of the crimes al Metlakahtla. If the mat- 
ter was not dealt with there would be a 
bloody war with the Indians. If miners 
travelling in a body were attacked by the 
Indians, tin y well knew the Indians would 
be shot down. Some steps should at once 
be taken to prevent any such occurrence. 
The missionaries bad gone beyond their 
scope and bad done and said things which 
no doubt in their calmer moments they 
would not have done. The government 
were not responsible for the appointment 
of any missionaries If tfTo missionary 
society wished to change their representa- 
tives it was no reason that ibis government

Mr. Seinlin saitl that the laud question 
itself was ihe main m,e will) the Indian 
question. Tills fooling had existed in lV.o 
interior some time ago and it seemed to 
bo the case at Metlakahtla and why should 
they trace the whole cause to Mr. Dun- 
can when the same fooling existed where 
he was unknown, lie was heartily with 
the government in the matter of protect- 
ing miners and others He was quite in 
accord with Ihe opinion of Ihe member for 
Nanaiiuo that Mr. Duncan had been of 
w^B'^coasT^'W'hcy all 'knew bow he had 
abolished the liquor traflic and bad taught 
the Indians industry, and had taught 
them the arts and usages ..f civilized life. 
He did not see why Mr. Duncan should 
bo brought into the debate at all, but when 
that gentleman was attacked he thought 
that. hon. guivtleuien who approved of his 
worth should record the fact before the 
house. 

Mr. Helgeson spoke of the honesty of 
the Indians in the north-west coast and 
rcretted that the missionaries should 
have been brought nil" such disrepute as 
they bad done n great deal of good. 

Mr. Grant said he. recognized tho good 
Mr. Duncan had dune in the past, and 
hefoie the Bishop went there he had 
been spoken of as a man of moderation, 
lie had met Mr. Duncan and was some- 
what impressed with the man. But to 
say that he had always acted in Christian 
moderation was out of the question. The 
commission of a justice of the peace had 
been taken from him because ho had 
abused it. The country had no doubt re- 
ceived great good from his services. There 
was nnthing wrong in tin: Catholic mis- 
sion far up near the Mackenzie river. 
There must be somotliiug radically wrong 
in the mission at Metlakahtla. He did 
not find that Bishop Ridley ever taught 
the Indians lo resist the law of the land. 

Hon. Mr Smitho said that the question 
before the committee was a most import- 
ant one, and ho was glad to see tho in- 
terest taken in the mat ler. Hon. gentle- 
men had seemed to think that the provin- 
cial "overnmeiil should take sonio action 
in the question. 1 1, was a hard question 
to deal with, and he bad .always thought 
it was a matter for the Dominion govern- 
ment. He did not consider the trouble 
a religious one and no matter whether it 
was a bishop or civil officer who had went 
tu Metlakahtla Mr. Duncan w&uld not 



have brooked any division of his author- 
ity. There was no question Mr. Duncan 
had dono good in thu early days, but he 
feared that that gentlemen had lately dono 
much to counteract the good accomplished. 
Mr. Duncan had placed himself above tho 
law. Ho had resisted the Indian Act 
at Metlakahtla, and had openly stated 
that he would do so, simply because he 
did not think it suitable. If this leaisla- 
ture passed an act and a single individual 
broke its provisions he would be amen- 
able to law. This was the same position 
that Mr. Duncan was in, ami if he did not 
think the Indian act jus' In. should have 
petitioned to have the Dominion gov- 
ernment change or modify it Mr. Dun 
can had resisted the Dominion agent and 
would not allow huu to remain there. 
Was it right that the provincial govern- 
ment should send an armed force there to 
protect a Dominion agouti He thought 
not. The Dominion government should 
have sent protection for their agent. This 
was an Indian trouble and should be 
arranged by the Dominion government, 
whose wards the Indians were. He Was 
in favor uf passing a strmiL' resolution, to 
bo forwarded to the Dominion govern- 
ment staling tho imperative necessity of 
enforcing the law on the northern coast. 
Ho did not think it was wise to commute 
tile sentence of Veomaus' murderer. The 
Indians would think tiiat they had 
frightened the authorities so that they 
were afraid to take Ihe life of their 
countryman. It would only make matters 
worse, and the Indians more insolent. 
Tho Dominion government neglected to 
oxen the authority they possessed mi tiie 
one hand, anil they were nil tin; other 
increasing the dilliculty of dealing with 
tho question by commuting the sentence 
of the murderer of Ye. mums. Mr Dim- 
can was exercising his iulluoiice for evil 
over the Indians, but the local govern 
ment Could not act in the matter. The 
Dominion government bad authority to 
remove any white man from an 
Indian reservation, but they had never ex- 
ercised such power, and he' would advocate 
that a very strong resolution be passed 
urging upon the Dominion envoi nuienl 
the necessity of a vigorous administration 
of Indian atVairs in this pro\ nice. 

The committee rose and r< ported progress 
and asked leave to sit again.

Mark Twain lias a big bead stuck on by 
} long neck lo a pair of round shoulders, 
lie came on to Hie stage as Ihoiigli he 
were half asleep, and he looked lo me as 
though mil urc, in pulling him together, 
had, somehow, gotten the joints mixed, 
lie has a big face, a nose largo enough to 
represent any kind of genius, and eyes 
large, black and sleepy, lie has a thick, 
bushy mane of hair, which is now iron 
gray, and a bushy mustache which over- 
hangs his characteristic mouth, As lie 
stood on the stage lie reminded me much 
of a mammoth interrogation point, and as 
In drawled out bis word- with scarcely a 
gesture his voice made me think of a little 
buz/, saw slowly grinding inside a corpse. 
He did not laugh while he uttered bis 
funnies; jokes, and when the audience 
roared he merely stroked his chili or 
pulled his mustache. 

Still he could nol help being satisfied, 
and I do not doubt the contrast of bis first 
days in Washington, when he came bore 
years ago and had hard work making 
money enough to pay his board bills, 
came forcibly liefore him. Thou, hit is 
not generally known, Mark Twain was 
once a Washington correspondent. He 
came here from the west with Senator 
Stewart and for a time wrote letters to 
The Alta California and the The New 
l ink Tribune, lie used to drink a good 
deal in those days, and was hardly con 
sidcred a reputable < lmrtteter. It was 
.shortly before this that he made the trip 
from which be wrote "Innocents 
Abroad," and this book he wrole here 
from tho notes he look during bis luur. 
The book made him both famous and 
wealthy. 

His manuscript he lirst sent to .several 
prominent publishers, but they all rejected 
it, and he was about giving up in despair 
when a Hartford company took hold of it. 
The result was they made $75,000 oil the 
book and sold more than 200. 000 copies 
of it. It was ni ter this thai Mark Twain 
tried editing The Bull'alo Kx press, jv 
man who worked on the paper at the time 
told me to-day that this venture of his was 
not a success. He loafed around the oltlcc, 
guying Ihe office-boy, and lolling jukes 
and stories rather than writing, and the 
only fruit of his Buffalo experience was 
his marriage, which, like "Innocents 
Abroad," turned out well. His wife 
brought a pot of gold inlo the family', and 
when he got to h linira he found that hist 
futher-iu-liiw had made him the present of 
a brown-stone front, and thrown in n 
coachman with a bug on his hat. Twain 
did not remain in Llmira, however, but 
went tu Hartford and began lo write 
" Houghing Ii. " This was also successful 
and established his tame. 

.Mark Twain probably makes as much 
out of his books as any oilier writer in 
the country. He has ids Hartford linn 
publish his books fur him, and he so ar- 
ranges it that he gets a royally on those 
printed in Europe. He is belter known 
in foreign lands than any other American 
writer, and he is an international char- 
acter. .Many of his scenes are taken from 
real life, and his descriptions of travel are 
in the main true. He is a hard worker, 
and while at Hartford he writes in his 
billiard- room in the attic. Like T 
lope, he believes that there is nothing 
like a piece of shoemaker's wax on the 
scat of one's chair to turn out, good liter 
Hiy work, and. like Blaine, he has a fixed 
amount of writing lor each day's duly. 
He rewrites many of his chapters, uud 
some of them have been scratched 
out and interlined again and again. .Mr. 
f.'.lvfK is v nam ns — win ue -in years OKI on 
the UOth 'd' December. He is a Mis- 
souri man by birth, and has taken care of 
himself ever since he was 15. Ho has 
been a practical printer, a steamboat pilot, 
a private secretary, a miner, a reporter, a 
lecturer, ami a bookmaker.

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The Irish Tenant Farmer.

It would not be so easy for an Ameri- 
can, however, to sympathize with the 
Irisli farmer in his love of his leased hind, 
not to sneak of his longings for his neigh- 
bors'. In America one could appreciate 
the struggles of a farmer to retain the 
bind which was his and that of his heirs, 
nuil in which he had the strong tie of act- 
ual possession. No American could, how- 
ever, understand a mere tenant, subject lo 
the will of bis landlord iu some respects, 
acting and feeling as if the laud he was 
merely privileged to till was an inherit- 
ance from generations of forefathers. 

To the Irisli tenant fanner, however, 
his high- priced little patch of hind is a 
dominion and his cabin an ancestral castle, 
To be ousled from cither is not only 
injurious in the hightest degree to his 
sensibilities, but derogatory' to his social 
standing in the parish, and he therefore 
resists eviction as a high-handed outrage 
that should be avenged with blood. Not 
long since 1 was walking in County Tip- 
perary with a farmer who for two years 
has wnged n stubborn light against his 
landlord, Mr. Twist, one of the most ex- 
ncting landholders, iu the south. He was 
showing me over his place and I was 
much moused ul the way in which, with 
unconscious pride, he referred to the farm 
us "iny Inn, 1. " 

He seemed to he utterly oblivious to hisj 
real status as a mere' leaseholder, and 
when we reached one of his boundaries he 
pointed lo n couple of diminutive licltls. 
like ii fifty acre lot divided by a fence and 
remarked: "1 bought those 'the other dar 
for $. f iOU." He meant thai he had paid 
that sum for the privilege of leasing them 
at a rental of some $8 poracre per annum. 
Another tenant farmer in the district, but 
under a different landlord, showed nic u 
plot uf forty acres, for which he had paid 
u premium of $2,500, the yearly rental be- 
ing ^li an ucre.

The first statues by Americans were 
wood curving for vessels to ornament their 
hows, mid similar wood-carvings on cruci- 
flxes in the Catholic churches, and occa- 
sionally some wood-carving in u public 
building like the Philadelphia state house. 
Col. John Trumbull told John Fraatce, 
our first bust maker, about sixty years 
sgo. that sculpture would not bo wanted 
in America for another century. This 
Frazce was from New Jersey, nnd he was 
ii tombstone- cutter; he began to make 
ornamental mantelpieces, and then made 
the lirst American bust about 182-1, of 
John Wells, Ksq., which stands in Grace 
church. New York. He also made, the 
bust of John Jay. in the .supreme court at 
"Washington, in 11*81. 

In his stone-yard Crawford, our first 
American sculptor of prominence, begun 
his art. As uoel T. Hurt was born in 
lolO he cniiic very near being the earliest 
of our sculptors.

The carriage in which the First Nnpo- 
leon made bis famous retreat from Mos- 
cow, and in which he, as emperor, set out 
from Paris in the campaign which closed 
nt AYiiterloo, is now preserved in London 
among Ihe effects of the duke of Welling- 
ton. I: is a two-seated conveyance, and 
the top, or cover, is lined with thin sheet- 
iron. There is also a front curtain of 
iron, which can be lowered at will. The 
wheels are large and heavy, and the steps 
nt cither side silver finished and of a curi- 
ous design. 

The roar scut was the one used by 
Napoleon. L'nder the cushion of the seat 
be carried blankets and pillows. The 
back of the front seat opens, and tit. tin; 
right band forms a small cupboard, in 
which were tin plates, knives, spoons, 
water can anil a small lluid lamp. (In the 
left is a long opening, extending for- 
ward nearly to the "dash board, " and 
into which the emperor of the first nation 
of Ktirope was want lo extend his feet anil 
legs, in ordor that he might lie at full 
length. The blankets, pillows, spoons, 
knives and lamps that were used by the 
emperor are still preserved.

TRADE IN THIS COUNTRY. 



First Schooner T-ouil Itrought to Now York 
in IS58— Looking for :t Now I'luco 
of Supply— Tho Banana'a 
Growth. 



[Baltimore Sun.] 

Cnpt George Bush, the supercargo of 
the Pevveril is not only a veteran .sailor, 
but also the father of the banana business 
in the United States. Uapt. Hush 
emigrated from Oeriuany to this country 
when lie was quite ft young maa In an 
interesting talk about the banana business 
with a Sun reporter, dipt. Hush said: "I 
brought the first schooner load of bananas 
ever seen in the United States, I sold 
them to Gilmartiu, in New York, in 1858. 
People did not know what they were, and 
my little cargo of 1,100 bunches over- 
stocked the market. I scoured them in 
Ltaracoa, Cuba. Three years after that 
cargo was lauded in New York the trade 
had developed so fast that it required 
twenty-live or thirty schooner- loads alouo 
to supply New York. In 18(57 the trade 
had grown so etiDrmously that I began to 
look around lor other places to got 
bananas. I had been to ports in Jamaica, 
after oranges in previous years, but 
never for bananas. 

"In May, 1807, I sailed for Oro Cabeza, 
Jamaica, in search of bananas. Arriving 
there 1 found L'lipt. Jim Mill dock, a (quad- 
roon native and a Christian, the last qual- 
ity being rare on the island. I told him 
what 1 wanted, and he promised to buy 
them for me. Bananas hail no value 
among the natives. They never ate them. 
They were planted simply as a protection 
to the coffee trees. The latter need pro- 
tection from the sun, ami the banana trees 
are planted iu rows alongside them. 
Well, my friend L'apt. Jim M unlock 
couldn't get me more than TOO bunches of 
bananas at Oro ( abe/a, and 1 induced him 
to sail with me to Port Antonio. Here I. 
found a splendid land-locked harbor, with 
deep water. Capt. Jim succeeded in buy- 
ing 1,000 bunches of bananas for me in a 
short time. The natives were only too 
glad to sell them at l> to IS cents a bunch. 
The people were poor They hud no 
moncv, and very little to eat, and no 
clothing to speak of. 1 paid £~!ij0 for my 
cariio. 

"I reached Boston in eleven days, and 
discharged 1,120 hunches of good ban- 
anas. For one very handsome bunch I 
got $25, and the man who purchased it 
sold it in ten minutes for $85. Since that 
time 1 have been engaged in the banana 
trade, and have seen the ports of Jamaica 
built up and the people growing rich 
The natives don't spend much on their 
living. Their wardrobe principally con- 
sists of a coffee sack, with holes for anna 
and the head, and belted around the 
waist with a rope. The other items in 
their living stand obout in the same ratio 
iu the matter of cost. They do not invest 
or bank their money. They know noth- 
ing of such things. They bury theii 
money and hoard it. Suiue of them ara 
quite rich. 

"The banana tree Is n species of tho 
palm. It requires very rich ami moist 
ground. It is a porous, fibrous tree, and 
attains from twenty five to forty feet in 
height. It is indigenous to the soil of the 
islands, where bananas abound. The 
roots arc planted in rows by the natives. 
They soon shoot a sprout about four feet 
out of the ground. Then three or four 
more appear at short intervals, until as 
many as eighteen show above the ground 
from one root. If all these arc let grow 
there will be no bananas. So all tho 
sprouts oxcept two or three of the health- 
iest are destroyed. The sprout will ma- 
ture in ten to fourteen months. 

"The first evidence of fruit Is a brilliant 
purple flower. This soon gives place to 
innumerable little bananas, which rapidly 
grow to maturity. The next sprout cornea 
in bearing from three to four weeks after 
the tirst, and others follow at regular in- 
tervals throughout tho year. Each sprout 
bears one bunch of bananas, and is cut 
down when the fruit is harvested. Tho 
natives reci ive from 35 to 75 cents per 
bunch for bananas, according to size and 
quality. "

How tho Author ^orks — Waiting for tho 
Spirit to Movi — II In House. 

[Cor. The Critic] 

His walks, his naturalistic rambles, his 
longer boating or shooting excursions, are 
the subject of some of his most entertain- 
ing chapters; but a not impertinent 
curiosity may be gratified by 
some account of Ids every- 
day life when at home and at 
work. His literary labors are at a stand- 
still throughout the summer. He does 
not take notes. Even when ho lias re- 
turned from, camping out or canoeing, or 
from his summer vacation of whatever 
form, he does not rush at once to pen and 
paper, lie waits till the spirit moves him, 
which it usually begins to do a little after 
the first frosts. He rises early— between 
5 and I) o'clock— breakfasts, walks, reads 
the newspapers, or employs himself about 
the house and farm until !l or 10; then 
writes for three or four hours, seldom 
more. He has always refused to do lit 
erary work to order, although he has had 
some tempting oilers. He will write only 
what he pleases, and when he [ileuses, and 
so much as he please-'. 

And he observes no method in prepar- 
ing, any more than in doing, his work, 
lie exacts from himself no account of his 
time. He does not feel himself bound iu 
conscience to improve every incident that 
lias occurred, every observation he has 
made during the year, lie simply lets the 
material which he has absorbed distill 
over into essays long or short, few or 
many, as Providence directs. He does 
not belong to the class of methodical 
laborers who make a business of writing, 
and who would feel conscience stricken it 
at the close of their working day they had 
not blackened a certain number of sheets 
of white paper. But he acknowledges 
that good work is done in that way, and 
lie thinks it is all a matter of habit. 

Most of his books— "Wake Hobin, " 
"Birds ami Poets, " "Winter Sunshine." 
etc. — Were written in the binary of his 
house, a small room, lilted with hook 
shelves both glazed and open and enjoy- 
ing a splendid view of the Hudson to and 
beyond I'oughkecpsie. But be ha^ lately 
built himself a study, several hundred 
yards from the house ami more directly 
overlooking the river. Here he lias pretty 
complete immunity from noise and froiii 
interruptions of all sorts. It is a little 
square building, the walls rough cast 
within and faced with long strips of hark 
without. Papers, magazines, books, pho- 
tographs, lithographs, lie scattered over 
the table, the window-sills, and the Moor, 
and till some shelves let into a little rives-* 
in the wall. A student's lamp on the 
table shows that the author sometimes 
reads here at night. His room-males at 
present are some wasps hatched out of a 
nest taken lust winter and suspended to 
the chimney. The primitive election is 
further ornamented with a lot of pictures 
of men and birds, the men mostly poets- - 
Carlylo being the only exception — mid the 
birds all songsters. 

Mr. Burroughs has been his own archi 
tect, and 1 know many people who might 
wish that he had been theirs, too lie 
planned and superintended the erection of 
his house, which is a four-gabled struct 
uro, with a porch in front and a broad 
balcony In the rear. Mosl of the limber 
for the upper story is oak from his old 
Delaware county farm. The stone of 
which the two lower stories are built was 
obtained on the spot, and is :. dark slate 
plentifully veined with quartz. Great 
pains were taken in the building to turn 
the handsomest samples of quartz to the 
fore, and to put them where they would 
do the most good artistically. Over the 
lintel of tho door, for example, is u row 
of three tine specimens, and a big chunk, 
with mosses lying between its crystals, 
protrudes from the wall near lie- porch. 

The variety of color so obtained, with 
the drab wood-work of the upper story, 
and the red Virginia vine, keeps the house 
at all seasons in harmony with its sur- 
roundings. It is no less so within, for 
doors, wainscots, window frames, joii-ts, 
sills, skirting boards, lloors and rafters are 
all of native- woods, left of their natural 
colors, and skillfully contrasted with one 
another, one door being id' Georgia pine, 
with oak panels, another of chestnut and 
curled maple, a third of butternut and 
cherry, and so on. Grayish or brownish 
or russet wall papers mid carpets to match 
give the house very much of Ihe appear 
ance of u nest, into the composition of 
which nothing enters that is not of soft 
texture and low and harmonious color.
